PICTURE PET CARE 


LOOKING AFTER 
YOUR DOG 


YOUR DOG NEEDS; A collar en- 
graved with his addréss; a basket 
raised off the ground to avoid 
draughts, with cushion and blan- 
ket (shaken daily, regularly 
washed!); his own brush and 
comb; a bowl of fresh water 
always available. 


FEEDING: Puppies need 
four small meals a day, 
dogs two, morning and 
evening. Vary diet as much 
as possible—chopped raw 
meat, cereals, brown bread 
baked in milk, cooked fresh 
meat and chopped green 
vegetables, and good 
quality tinned foods. 


FOR GOOD CONDITION: Give a daily tea- 
spoon of cod liver oil, or a yeast tablet; and for 
grown-up dogs, an occasional big bone to gnaw 
(never fish, chicken, rabbit or 
chop bones, which ’ splinter). 


EXERCISE: Don't overtire puppies—a daily 
romp in the garden is sufficient. Dogs need a 
morning and evening walk to an open park 
where they can be let off the lead safely to run 
about. 


TRAINING: Teach your puppy early 
‘on with gentle, firm commands, to be 
obedient. Never hit or smack him. 

ike “Heel! ‘Sit!", 
‘Bad Dog!" or “Good 
“Boy! are best. Reward obedience with 
fuss and a tit-bit. Never let him chase 
cars or bikes or worry farm animals. 


HEALTH: Innoculate pup at 3 months a 
distemper, hard pad, etc. Treat fleas with special 
dog powder from chemist (NOT DDT). Vet will 
treat worms (swollen tummy, loss of weight, dull 
coat). Seek vet's advice early if you suspect your 
dog js ill, Remember, the R.S.P.C.A., P.D.S.A. 
or Blue Cross will help if you cannot afford vet. 
GENERAL CARE: Brush your dog daily, but only bath 
him if absolutely necessary. Don't get soap in his eyes. 
Remember he likes human company, and it's cruel to 
leave him alone indoors except occasionally. Don'tlet him 
roam the streets alone. And though occasional tit-bit 
rewards are all right, don't over-feed him.
